House Committee Files Report Mak- 


ing Changes in the Existing 


OLD 


Laws. 


RESTRICTIONS 
REMOVED 


Washington, April 11—A report from 


the house committee on banking-and 
currency recommending the 
passitge 


of the bill ' to improve the 
currency 


conditions was filed today by Chair- 
man Fowler. The first section repeals 
the law ivhich prohibits, 
customs re- 


ceipts from being deposited1 in nation- 
al banks. The result of the present law 
in this matter, the report says, is un- 
necessary to tie up the money of the 
country. 


The second section 
repeals 
the 


monthly three million dollars limit on 
bank note retirement. The report says 
the repeal of this lestriction will give 
to the National bank note circulation 
all the elasticity which it Is possible 
for a bond-secured circulation to have. 


Thoreeoinage 
of silver dollars into 


subsidiary silver coins is proyjded in 
the third section.' A limit of «.00,000,- 
000 as the total amount ot subsidiary 
silver coins that can be in existence 
at any one time Is repealed by this sec-' 
tion. 
The relief to the treasury de- 


partment is its inability to meet the 
demand for small bills, owing1 to the 
manner In which the present law limits 
their issuance, is sought to be- reme- 
died by the removal of these 
limita- 


tions 


On this point the repprt says: 
"It is probably Uue that the inability 


of the treasury to meet the demand 
for small bills, combined with^a short- 
age in subsidiary coin in recenl years, 
has compelled the retention of small 
bills in circulation until much of that 
form of money has become ragged and 
filthy and produced conditions which 
have fully justified a vigorous crusade 
for "clean money" recently inaugurat- 
ed. It is believed/ however, that with 
the large discretion given the treas- 
ury and national banks under the pro- 
visions of this bill supplemented by 
the abundant supply of subsidiary coin 
much of the cause for complaint will 
be removed. 


"An ideal sanitary currency, howev- 


er, can only be secured by the substi- 
tution of subsidiary coin for all one 
and two dollar bills and 
improved 


methods of redemption for paper mo- 
ney of denominations ol' ?5 jm<J up- 
wards."

The Chicago Tribune of Sunday last 


contained an article written by a. staff 
correspondent who had gone to St. 
Charles, 'Arkansas, to get the details 
of the trouble which led to the kill- 
ing of thirteen negroes near that city 
a few weeks ago. After telling of that 
affair he discussed the negro question 
in general as it appears to a noith- 
ern man visiting In the south and 
closed as follows. 
A "Jim Crow" law has recently been 


put into force in Arkansas, which ap- 
plies even to street cars, so that, while 
there Is no divsion In the street car, 
the negroes are compelled to occupy 
the rear seats, while the whites sit In 
front. The passage of this law was 
bitterly opposed by most of the street 
car companies on selfish grounds, but 
it was supported, 
and its passage 


practically forced by the almost unan- 
imous voice of the better class of white 
people throughout the state. 
Here Is an incident which will serve 


to illustrate why the law was de- 
manded, 
z 
In a Pine Bluff street car one after- 


noon a young white boy of 19 was sit- 
ting, talking to his sweetheart. The 
car was comfortably filled and the two 
young people were sitting as close to- 
gether as was convenient. At a cross- 
ing the car stoped, and Into the car 
\valked a large and gorgeously attired 
negro woman escorted by a negro man 
When the negro woman reached the 
part of the car where the young whrte 
man and his sweetheart were sitting 
she stopped and deliberately sat down 
between them, for the most part sit- 
ting c n the lap of the young white 


oman. 
Before any effort could be made to 
stop him, the white youth sprang to 
his feet, drew a revolver and shot the 
colored woman.

"It was awful," said a substantia 


citizen. "It 
was one of the most 


shocking things I ever heard of. And 
yet the deliberate gross insolence of 
that colored woman was but one of a 
hundred similar Instances. 'VWirte wo- 
men were crowded off the sidewalk 
by negresses. They were jostled, jam- 
med, 
and crowded by both negro men

"There is no doubt that it was a 


brutal, cowardly attack and I suspect 
that the fellow had been drinking 
some but he never expressed any re- 
gret for what he had done. It was use- 
less to argue with him for I knew 
what sort of ooinlons he had on the 
race question He held that the only 
proper position for the negro was as 
a chattel and that they were entitled 
to consideration only when in their 
proper place, and that never under 
any circumstances were they to be 
permitted to dispute the wo'rd of a 
white man without immediately suf- 
fering the penalty of their folly. 
"The viqtlm of the assault was a 


well-behaved woman and the man who 
assaulted her, occupied a high posi- 
tion Irt the business atnd social world. 
HP deserved severe punishment but 
I could not afford to be the one who 
gave his name. There is no question 
that I was morally wrong and I have 
nothing to offer on that. But I want 
to tell you that after a northern man 
has, lived in -this country for a few 
years he changes his mind some on 
the color question. He sees things 
tbafr (he never dreamed of when he 
was In the north harping about the 
southern outrages. No doubt when the 
srlrlt of vengeance enflames the white 
iran he goes to extreme and needless 
lengths but only the man who lives 
here can understand the provocation 
which sometimes causes the man of 
good judgment under or dinary circum- 
stances to forget everything and make 
•war on every black that crosses his 
path."

reserve was then filled by conscription. 
New regiments of conscripts are now 
being added and will be well trained 
for the field by the time they are 
needed. 
Every man in Japan of serviceable 


age Is subject to military draft. The 
government possesses lists of all the 
available men and they are chosen by 
lot. 
When a man's name is drawn a 
notice to report at the barracks Is sen,t 
to him by a policeman. 
That is the 
signal for congratulations and jollifi- 
cation. If he lives in a little Village 
the entire population joins In the cele- 
biation. He Is feted by the elders and 
loaded down with flowers by the girls, 
His friends give him presents and the 
wise old men and women give him 
good advtce and charge Urn to be true 
to his country and his Emperor. In 
the cities these celebrations are nat- 
urally confined to the family and the 
Intimate friends of the conscript. 
So anxious are the Japanese to join 
the army that every possible expedient 
is used to secure the desired per mis- 
s.on to don the Emperor's uniform. So 
persistent are these would-be soWiei's 
that no%nan will be allowed to volun- 
teer and that no one will be permitted 
to even attempt to have his name plac- 
ed on the lists from which the con- 
scripts are drawn until 
his regular 
turn arrives.

The Japanese do not care for foreign 
assistance In this war. They have re- 
fused all such offers, and say that they < 
will fight alone. 
The other tfay a 
Turkish colonel and his aid 
arrived 
from Constantinople'and went at once 
to the war office, where he- offered 
his sword to the Minister of War. In 
spite of his gorgeous uniform and the 
half bushels of medals on MS breast, 
his offer was politely declined. Hun- 
dreds of Americans, 
many ot them 
former TJnltefl States soldiers, have 
volunteered, but have been told that 
Japan needs no help. One party of form- 
er United States soldiers baa written 
the government that they have raised 
a full regiment of well drilled men in 
one ef the interior provinces of China, 
who are ready to fight for Japan, but 
they at* not wanted.

LIFE OF A BATTLE SHIP SHORT. 


First Clait Fighting Veml Coitn $8,- 


000,000 and Lasts But 12 Years. 
A modern navy Is not one of the 
cheap luxuries. Senator Hale stated 
that the Navy Department proposed 
to retire the battle sh,lps Oregon, In- 
diana, Massachusetts and Texas to the 
purposes ot coast defense in 1908 The 
Oregon was launched only In 18S>6, so 
that her life as a first class figbttng 
ship will be only twelve years. 
The Oregon cost $5,000,000, but the 
battleships now are costing $8,000,000. 
Any war ship now becomes vlrtua'ly 
obsolete in a dozen or fifteen years, 
and we must figure on practically re- 
placing 'our navy at the end of that 
period. A merchant steamer lasts on 
the average twenty years. 
It is well known that the big (naval 
guns are also very ahort-Hved. The 
biggest ones, are worthless after a hun- 
dred shots. The metal becomes cry- 
stalllied by the shock of the explosion 
and loses Its tensile strength, thus 
making it dangerous. Hence a bom- 
bardment costs not only in tbe ammu- 
nition used, but even more in the Wear 
and tear on tKe gun Itseft. Naval au- 
thorities speak Of these things lightly, 
for it Is not their own money that is 
being spent, but ai a, matter of fact 
a war ship is the most expensive thing: 
Imaginable to run.— The Fathftndt*.

CAUSE 


Of Disagreement and Seems to Bs'Mis 


understood By Some. 


Mr. Editor: 
As an interested par- 
ty on West Main street, I wish to 
make a few remarks regarding the 
much talked of franchise of the Illinois 
Central Traction company, 
I un- 
derstand that the interurban people 
had presented to the city council a 
franchise asking that they be permit- 
ted to haul cattle, coal, corn and oth- 
er bulk freight on the streets of our 
beautiful city and I was Immediately 
up in arms and declared that we, the 
West Main street property 
holders, 


would never permit it. 
Bo to make 


myself certain that what my neighbors 
said was right I borrowed a copy of 
the ordinance and after I had worked 
myself into a passion thinking that 
this robber corporation was trying to 
make a common ratlroar* track out 
of our beautiful West Main street, I' 
found that Section i of the ordinance 
was the only one wlich liad anything 
to say about freight. • 


Now for the benefit of those of my 


neighbors who have not read the or- 
dinance and have no way to get a copy 
of the same, ,1 will ask that you print 
this section as it Is in the copy which 
I now have and Which I am told by the 
alderman who so kindly loaned me his 
copy, is the original. 
"Section 4.—It is hereby expressly 


provided that no live stock 9f any kind 
or character, excepting in crates, and 
no other freight of any kind or char- 
acter, In bulk, shall be transported 
by said company, its successors or 
assigns, into or through the said city 
of Decatur, it being provided that the 
carrying of freight by said company, 
its successors' or assigns, 
into 
or 
through said city of Decatur, Js ex- 
pressly limited to package freight, and 
that no such single package shall ex- 
ceed in weight, five hundred pounds; 
and the cars in which such package 
ft eight is transported, shall be either 
the regular passenger cars, or cars re- 
sembling such passenger cars, in ap- 
pearance or construction, as nearly as 
possible. It is further expressly pro- 
vided that no car or cars carrying 
freight or express matter shall be run 
into or through said cify on any Sun- 
6"ay, between the hours of 6 o'clock a, 
ra. and 12 o'clock midnight. 
'It is further expressly provided that 
except in cases of accident, emergen- 
py or obstruction, and then only, cars 
devoted wholly or ,in part to the car- 
rying of passengers, freight, express, 
bhggage or Uriited States mall, shall 
not be run together, coupled in trains, 
to the extent of more than three cars 
in any one train.

Editor Herald: 
It U very strange 
that some men should be so exceeding- 
ly anxious to give a. franchise for noth- 
ing, 
and then for as long a period as 


they can find the least excuse 
for 


I think no one wishes to keep the in- 
terurban out of Decatur, for it bids 
fair to be of great benefit to all of 
us. 
Nor should we seek to impose 
unreasonable restrictions 
upon 
it, 
about carrying some freight bundles 
of a certain size through our streets. 
There is also a probability that it 


will do us more good for a time, than 
it will the owners, but when it does 
begin to pay later on, U is likely to 
pay well, Then, why should we give 
them this franchise for a longer per- 
iod than twenty years. That is really 
as long as any' legislative body, has 
any moral right to impose conditions 
on those who come after them. In 
fact, I am expecting eo'me time in the 
future, that our highest courts will 
declare all unusual lengthy franchises 
to be against a good public policy, and 
will throw them out, or confine them 
to a reasonable 
length 
as 20 or 25 
years. 


Certainly, this would be in the in- 
terest of the people, who surely own 
all these valuable privileges that cap- 
italists are so anxious to obtain. Give 
It for 20 yean); gentlemen of the coun- 
cil, and if at the end of that period, 
the company is not making enough to 
pay a good Interest on capital and 
something for a sinking fund, I doubt 
not those In power'then in our city 
will say, give them an extension on 
the same favorable terms. 
But If on this other hand, at the end 
of 20 years,/it should "prove to be a 
big dividend payer; would Decatur not 
have a right to »ora* little return each 
year, to help meet the ever-Increasing 
expenses of a growing city? If there 
be anything unfair la such a plan as 
this, I wish some of the gentlemen who 
are so anxious to give away, other peo- 
ple's money would rise in their places 
in the council chamber and proceed to 
enlighten 'their Ignorant constituents.

EX-QUEEN'S PASSING AT PARIS 


RECALL.S VARIOUS INTEREST- 


ING EVENTS OF CAREER. 


IS 
NOTHING 
OF 
CREDIT 


In Her Reign Which Wa* Filled with 


Intrigue and Scandal and Final 


Exile. 


Paris, April 9—ExQuecn Isabella of 


Spain, grandmother of King Alfonso, 
died heie at 9 40 o'clock this morning 
of Influenza with complications. Tlio 
American embassy, «hloh is opposite 
the queen's residence, was curly In- 
formed of her death and Ambassador 
Porter was among the first to call and 
sign the paloce register. 


The Infanta Isabella, Eulalle and 


Marie, daughters of the queen, were 
at the bedside when she died. 


Isabella was not quite 3 years 
oM 
(she was born In 1830), when the death 
of her father Fernando VII., made her 
queen of Spuln. She was not quite n 
when the outrageous conduct of hpr 
mother, the legent, made her subjects 
declare her of age to reign. 
And she was not 16 years old when 
vile Intriguer forced her to marry her 
cousin, Don Kranclsco De Bourbon—"a 
shred of a man"—who never Intended 
to rule or to help the imperious young 
queen. 
After that Isabella took her 


own way, and, -as one of her friends 
iiald, that wry was « bad one. 
Back 
stairs Intrigue within th« palace, 
riot 


and scarcely veiled revolution without, 
sums up the story 
of the rplgn. At 
last even Isabella found It Impossible 
to keep up the semblance ot authority 
and, with teurg coursing down her fat 
face, but still with a proud port "be- 
fitting a queen," she stepped Into the 
carriage whlrh bore her over the fron- 
tier to Franc". 
She was the deaughler of kings, the 


inheritress ol great traditions; impul- 
sive, imprudent, 
ignorant; 
without 


one single honest man to rely upon, or 
one good Influence upon her life All 
her days she bad been made a tool of, 
but she at least was no tyrant, and 
evil as was the outcome of her reign, 
she was aa much sinned 
agauiHt .1* 
sinning. 
Blu* took refuge at first in 


the ancient royal castle of Pau, lent 
her by her Old subject, 
the Empress 
Eugenie. Eugenie has always treated 
her with ret-pect and Has called her 
"ma souveratne" to this day.

Surrounded By Carrier* 


WITHOUT GETTING THE BENEFIT 


Several months ago the residents 


of tbe northeast part of Hickory Point 
township some forty odd In number, 
who have no rural free delivery ser- 
vice, petitioned 
the department to 
have the servico extended over their 
territory. 
The petition was referred by the de- 
partment to Postmaster Calhoun with 
the request that he take the matter un- 
der consideration and advise the de- 
partment as to what wa« best to be 
done to extend the service to these 
people. 
Rural Route No. 1 being the flist 
route established from the Decatur of- 
fice was put In without much ref- 
erence as to whvt might follow In re- 
latlpn to servln? people not on Hint 
route. 
Subsequently a route- was es- 
tablished from Maroa which ran do^n 
to the Hickory Point Hue and Routp 
No. 2 from Dctatur extending up on 
the east side of Hickory Point town- 
ship left the petitioners In a triangu- 
lar piece of teiritory on the north- 
east part of th«> township, and these 
several routes being of legal length 
service could not be extended to the 
petitioners from either one ot them. 


Route No. 1 is about four 
mil™ 


longer than It ought to be, being ncai- 
ly thirty miles In length.
